Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that the applied reference does not teach the claimed invention of claims 1,13 and 20 because the reference teaches 
eliminating cud and distortion after molding fibrous fabrics which are back-coated; a review of claims 1 t 13 and 20 has been done and it is 
noted that none of the claims teach a "molding" sequence step specifically, and does not preclude the reference's teaching 'after' molding 
or 'post-molding as argued - also, none of the claims prevent the use of fabric as the first material as used in the instant claims; also, the 
manipulative steps of providing a heat source to melt a portion of a substrate and pressing two layers together to bond the layers is set 
forth in the applied prior art, and thus readable on the broadly claimed method set forth in the claims of record; the instant claimed 
'substrate' does not preclude fabric materials, and while a difference is noted in the preferred materials, such a difference is not fairly 
reflected in the claims of record as these claims are not limited to materials that do not include fabric materials, or an implied sequence of 
steps . 
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
